He reach 
ed Discovery Landing, having been j 
transferred In a naval launch from thes 
yacht, shortly before noon, and amid 
applause from thousands gathered to J 
voice their welcome he was received] 
by the exposition management.

The first requisite for su ccess with 
fruit is a fertile, well-drained soil,

Pruning. 
Before planting, the roots should be 
cut back to good, clean wood.

that have been lacerated or torn in 
digging should receive particular at­ 
tention in this respect.

L L E G E D irregularities in the pur­ 
chase of dry colors for use in the 
bureau of engraving 
and 
printing 
have been brought to light through 
which the governm ent has paid about 
Jl.000,000 too much for its supplies. 
W hether the irregularities are action­ 
able *o r not is now under considera­ 
tion by United S tates Attorney B aker 
of the D istrict of Columbia. 
The m atter has been under investi­ 
gation by the treasury departm ent for 
about a vear, and Jias been kept very 
quiet. 
It finally transpired through 
the publication of the hearings on the 
sundry civil bill before the house com­ 
m ittee on appropriations. 
F o r several years the governm ent 
paid from 45 to 60 cents a pound for 
these colors. Concerns which had lost 
In the bidding finally m ade ch arges I the open m arket. 


that som ething w as wrong.

veloped that the Ink used w as m ade 
by a process invented by a m an in 
the bureau. 
The governm ent paid 45 
cents a pound for a “hard black" and 
as high as 65 cen ts a pound tor a 
“ soft black.”

the bureau m ade a personal investi­ 
gation of the m anner in which the 
coior con tracts w ere m ade, and found 
th at a satisfacto ry black could be pro­ 
duced for 12 cen ts a pound. 
Thereupon the price was reduced, 
and the savin g for the year was m ore 
than 
$114,000. 
The color contracts

Question Raised In Connection With 
the Salary of L. R. Brown. 
W ashington, April 26.—The question 
w hether General Leonard Wood < v< r- 
stepped the bounds of his author!!;, i 
In the ma te r of the courtm artial of! 
Louis E. Brown is involved in a claim j 
made by Brown for salary as a first 
lieutenant in the volunteer forces of 
the United States army, which 
was 
subm itted to the suprem e court of j 
the United States. 
The case grows 
out of a m ilitary trial of Brown, held 1 
in San Luis in the m ilitary departm ent ; 
of Santiago, Cuba, in November, 180S. 
when Blown was arrested upon a 
charge of conduct unbecoming an of- j 
fleer, con sisting of Rambling with en­ 
listed men. 
The courtm artial, consist­ 
ing of five officers, first returned a 
verdict of acquittal, but when the re­ 
sult of the inquiry was brought to the 
attention of General Wood, who was 
In command of the departm ent, he di­ 
rected the reconvening of tho court, 
and upon the second trial, and in tho 
absence of Brown, he was found guilty 
and senti need to dismissal from tho 
service. 
G eneral Wood endorsed the 
second verdict, and in accordance with 
his orders 'lie sentence of the court 
was carried out. 
Brown, who is now a resident 
of

in tho

the entire tim e between date of dis 
m issal end tho date of institution O’ 
his suit, a irou — to W < r , and the 
court allowed frig , boing 'ho amount 
he would have received from the tim e 
of hi- dis: is a1 until the date o' the 
discharge of th - other officers and 
men of his command. 
Both Brown 
and the governm ent appealed the case 
to the supreme court. 
Brown attacks

the latter duty devolved upon the pres­ 
ident.
